i^ N placing before the members of the " Lodge of 
1 Justice " a short account of its rise and pro- 
gress, it may not be considered out of place to 
give the reason that prompted me to do so. 

Soon after my Initiation in 1.S76, I found, in answer 
to many enquiries, that but little wis known as to the 
origin of the Lodge ; and until I was appointed to the 
honourable position of Secretary in January, 1892, I 
had very little opportunity of gratifying my curiosity as 
to the previous history of the Lodge. Having, how- 
ever, perused the minutes and becoriie acquainted with 
many interesting facts, I found that there were many, 
particularly new members, in the Lodge, who took with 
myselt a deep interest in its doings, and who would 
therefore like to have the benefit of my researches. I 
desire, however, to have it understood that I am not 
attempting to write a full and complete history of our 
Lodge ; but simply to give a summary of certain facts 
recorded in the minutes during the first hundred years 
of its existence. 

Any brother, who has endeavoured, or may at some 
future time endeavour to read through the minutes, will 
appreciate the difficulties with which I have had to 
contend, owing to the often obscurity and incomplete- 



ness of those minutes. The sympathy and many 
kindnesses which I have always experienced from the 
brethren assure me that they will pardon the short- 
comings herein contained ; and will receive this brief 
history in the spirit in which it has been written — 
in the hope that, as the rise and progress of the 
Lodge is read, it will be the means of inducing 
those brothers who now belong to, or who will hereafter 
join it, to raise the Lodge to a stil| higher and more 
successful position than that to which it has attained. 

I take this opportunity of thanking Bro. Henry 
Sadler, Sub-Librarian to the Grand Lodge and P.M. of 
our own Lodge, for his kindness in v-erifying particulars 
relating to Grand Lodge ; and also to our present 
Worshipful Master, the Rev. T. W. Embleton Thomas, 
for other assistance readily and fraternally given.

3n3tttution of tbc %o^qc. 

The following Minute, copied frpm Grand Lodge 
Records, shows that : — 

" Grand Lodge opened at 7 o'clock in the evening at 
" the ' Fox and Goose,' King Street, 5t. Giles, London, 
"January 20th, 1777 (5777)-

James Cook, Master No. 9, as D.G.M. 
Tira^ Dermott, Past Master No. 5, as S.G.W. 
James Jones, Master No. 5, as J.G.W.

" ' Fox and Goose,' King Street, St. Giles's, Seven 
" Dials, or elsewhere in London. 

" Closed at 8 o'clock ; and adjourned to the 
" General Grand Lodge at the ' Half Moon Tavern,' 



" Cheapside. Cash received for Wa'rrant £^\ 14s. od. 
" Junior Warden Davy was empowered to act as D. G. 
" Master pro tempore, for three hours only, by 
" authority from Laurence Dermott, Esq'., D.G. 
" Master." 

Here we have an authentic account of the forma- 
tion of our Lodge ; also a side light thrown upon the 
proceedings of Grand Lodge, its Ofific'ers and Habitation. 
Our Centenary should, therefore, according to the 
foregoing, have been celebrated in i_877. The Lodge, 
however, was not successful; and we have no further 
record of its proceedings till 1801, when the Lodge 
which had lapsed, was revived, as can be seen from the 
Minutes, which are intact from that date. It is re- 
corded, under date 21st January, 1801, that Lodge 
No. 198, being a dormant Lodge, the Warrant was 
presented by a Bro. Larkin, with leave and sanction of 
the Grand Officers ; and that it was opened at the 
"Baptist's Head," St. John's Lane, St. John Street, 
West Smithfield ; the same being revived by the fol- 
lowing Brethren : —

Banic an& IHumbcr. 

The Lodge having been originally constituted as 
a Military Lodge, in connection with the West London 
Regiment of Militia, it appears that its first name 
was the "West London Militia Lodge." This at 
some subsequent period was changed to that of the 
" Jolly Potters' Lodge " ; but it is uncertain at what 
date this change took place. 

In 1827 it was proposed that thfe Lodge be called 
the "George the Fourth"; a loyal effusion which 
came to nothing. 

In 1828 it was first known ag the " LihIl;^ of 
Justice" — the name which it still bears. The Afasonir 
Records give the number of the Lqdge as follows : — 

No. 198 Antients .\D. 1777 — 1813. 

,, 245 at the Union of ... A.l). 1813, 1814.

The former jiractice ot altering the numbers of Lodges 
by conferring upon them the numbers of older Lodges 
which had lapsed, is not now observed ; so it is 
probable that our present "Number 147 " will remain 
unchanged for some years to com#. 

Ibabitatioit of tbc 'lLo&oc. 

The West London Regiment being quartered 
between London and Deptford will account for the 
frequency of the Loige's removals. It did not remain 



long at its place of re-institution, for in July, 1801, it 
was unanimously agreed to remove to the "Three 
Jolly Potters," Church Street, Deptford. The Minutes 
of those times were not headed with the address of 
the Lodge as now, and it is doubtful if this removal 
did then take place ; for on 9th September, 1801, it 
was proposed by Bro. Flemming, J.W., " that the 
Master and Wardens do look out for a house fit for 
the removal of this Lodge to, and make report thereon 
to the Brothers, who shall be summoned on a Lodge of 
Emergency for that purpose, and if carried by the 
Brothers present, shall stand final, and the Lodge be 
moved thereto." 

On 1 6th September, 1801, it was agreed to move the 
Lodge to the " Roman Eagle," Church Street, 
Ueptford ; and Mr. T. Hill, the Proprietor, was proposed 
to become "an Antient Freemason," and was un- 
doubtedly the first Initiate. 

After reading the foregoing it will come as a 
surprise to read the following copy of the Minutes 
under date 14th October, 1801 : — "Lodge 198. 
Being the first night of opening since the removal of 
the Lodge from the 'Fountain,' Deptford Broadway : " — 
this being the only intimation that the Lodge had 
been held at the " Fountain." 

The next removal recorded is 6n the 12th May, 
1802, to the " Crown," Chiswell Street, Finsbury 
Square. In July of the same year " in consequence 
of the landlord, Mr. Weston, not becoming a Mason, 
keeping the Lodge in suspense and avoiding meeting 
nights," it was unanimously agreed tOi remove the Lodge 
to the "White Swan," White Cross Street. On 



24th December, 1803, being St. John's Day, the 
officers dined at the " Jacob's Well," Barbican : 
evidently for better accommodation-. 

In February, T804, the Lodge again returned to the 
" Roman Eagle." 

Some little rest was now to be gi^'gn to the Lodge ; 
for in January, 1805, it was proposed "that this Lodge 
shall remain in Deptford for twelve months, and in 
London for six months ; and so co'ntinue during the 
embodiment of the regiment, and that the destination 
shall be Greenwich or Deptford." On the whole it 
may be gathered that, notwithstanding the many 
changes, the favorite, or perhaps thg most convenient 
place of meeting was the "Trinity Arms," formerly 
called the "Three Jolly Potters-," Church Street, 
Deptford. Here it probably remained till 185?, when 
it was removed to the " Royal .^Ibert," New Cross 
Road — the first Meeting there being held on 
8th December, 1852. 

On 24th July, 1862, there was a 'proposition before 
the Lodge to remove again ; and the following places 
were suggested and voted for :^the "\\'hile Swan," 
High Street, Deptford, 9 votes; the 'f Amersham Arms," 
New Cross, 4 votes ; and the " \'acht," Greenwich, 
2 votes ; this last place being proposed by our late 
Past Master, Brother Bolton. The first Meeting at the 
"Swan," Deptford, was held on 28th August, 1862. 

The removal from the " ^^'hite Swan " to the 
present place of Meeting, the " Ship Hotel," Greenwich, 
on 13th January, 1897, during ^he Mastership of 
Brother James Balsdon, will be fresh in the memory of 
most of the brethren. 



©fficers of the lo^9e. 

It has already been pointed out that the Lodge was 
formed as a Military Lodge; and under date 21st 
January, 1801, at the first Meeting df the re-constituted 
Lodge, it was resolved that all the officers be Military 
men. How long this resolution remained in force I am 
unable to trace ; but it is evident that as the Military 
Founders of the Lodge died out the increasing numbers 
of the Civil Brethren weakened the position of the 
Military Element ; its control over the Lodge gradually 
diminished, until at length it disappeared altogether. 

It appears from the minutes that, in the early days 
of the Lodge, the Master and Officers were appointed 
every six months ; and that all Officers were elected by 
the vote of the Brethren, the Master not having then, 
as now, the power to appoint his 6wn Officers. The 
minutes of 1809 show several nominations for the same 
office. 

On nth December, 1818, it is recorded that the 
Master was elected for the ensuing twelve months - a 
new departure. 

In 1828 it is recorded for the last time that the officers 
were proposed to, and elected by the Lodge; in 1832 
we find that the W.M. appointed his own Officers, and 
from that date this has been the usual method of pro- 
cedure — except in the cases of the Treasurer and 
the Tyler. 



flOcetinos of the Xobcic. 

The Constitution and Working of the Lodge in its 
early days was so essentially different from what it is 
now, that it is most difficult to realise the relative con- 
duct of business. 

The Meetings being held on the ist and 3rd 
Mondays in each month, bore from their frequency a 
greater similarity to the Meetings of our Lodges of 
Instruction than to our regular Lodge Meetings. The 
early Masters — doubtless owing to the paucity of 
Initiates — were often occuijied in giving Lectures on 
the various degrees, and in instructing the brethren 
generally, even in such elementary knowledge as that 
of Opening and Closing the Lodge. Two extracts from 
the Minutes are given bearing upon this subject ; — 

"Nov 9th, 1814. Bros. Jane and Satterley gave 
" instructions in the new way of opening the Lodge in 
" the three decrees." 

" Feby. 8th, 1815. The Lodge was opened in the 
" first degree, and Bro. Price gave the eleven questions, 
" which are necessary to be had by every Brother, 
" before he can be passed to the Second Degree. 
" He then gave the new way of introducing the 
" Candidate." 

Though the Meetings were very poorly attended — 
ten to fifteen being the average attendance, other than 
on St. John's Day — an interesting feature in the early 
history of the Lodge is the fact that outside support was 



freely given to it : 'a Minute of lith August, 1802, 
recording that, whereas there were only 8 Members 
present, there were no less than 15 Visitors ! 

In July, 1804, it is on record that on Lodge could 
be held, as the Members were on "piquet duty." 

On nth August, 1824, there was a Meeting held, 
being the first since the previous April, in consequence 
of the rebuilding of the "Trinity Arrris." 

On 15th June, 1836, it was resolved that, for the 
accommodation of several Brethren, who belonged to a 
Benefit Society held on the evening previous to the 
Lodge Meeting, the Lodge Meeting should be altered to 
the second Wednesday in each month. This Minute 
shows both that the bi-monthly Meetings had ceased, 
and also that our present day for Meeting was then first 
adopted. 

Lodges of Emergency were frequently held on 
Sundays : and it was a usual practice-to confer two and 
sometimes the three Degrees on the same Candidate 
at one Meeting. Under date 20th February, 1814, we 
find that Mr. John Weeks took the three Degrees on 
one night. 

The following Minute of June 9th, 1813, shows two 
Degrees conferred at one Meeting, and also gives an 
insight into the Masonry of that date : — 

" Bro. Dunn presented a certificate from a gentle- 
" man, named Geo- Turner, who was made according 
" to certificate in the town of Kpnegsburg, in the 
" Province of Norway (? Konigsberg in Prussia), by 
"nine Master Masons; and by them recommended to 



" the first Lodge on his arrival in England, which, on 
" applying to this Lodge and by virtue of his certificate, 
" do consider him worthy of being admitted on condi- 
" tion of his going through the regulaj" course of making. 
" The Lodge proceeded to initiate* him in the first 
" Degree ; he was then prepared and niade a Fellow Craft. 
" His name was George Turner, mariner, native of 
" South Shields — ship Sunnyside." 

]fec0 an& Subecriptlone. 

Owing to the incompleteness of' the Minutes it is 
impossible to arrive at a positive conclusion as to what 
these were at different periods of the Lodge's history ; 
but a general idea may be gathered from the following 
facts which are on record. 

In 1 80 1 Bro. Taylor was proposed and paid his full 
" making money " of -^2 2%. The 'records also show 
that Brethren, in proposing Members, often paid five 
shillings on account of their " making money." 

In February, 1805, Mr. John Wood, a Modern 
Mason, was proposed to be transferred to Antient Free- 
masonry, and paid ss. for proposing. 

We may therefore conclude that the Initiation Fee at 
that time was £^7. 2s., including the Proposition Fee of 
five shillings. 

On 26th October, 1806, it is recorded that Bro. 
Tipley paid his "making money," £,2. 12s. 6d., the 
same night. 



On 2ist May, 1834, the Initiation Fee stands at 
:^4 4$. ; and in 1858 we find it to be ;^5 5s. 

In 1875 it was raised to ;^8 8s. ; and increased in 
1888 to ;^io los., the Fee at the preSgnt time. 

In 1826 the Joining Fee was five shillings; at subse- 
quent periods it was raised to ^^3 3s., as we find that in 
1888 it was again raised to ^£5 5s. — at which sum it 
stands now. 

The Subscription in the first years of the Lodge 
appears, from a record of 1801, to have been one 
shilling per Member for each Meeting attended, with 
the addition of four shillings from every Member for 
Grand Lodge dues. Any Brother attending an Emer- 
gency Meeting was charged six pence ; and for special 
nights, like St. John's night, the extravagant sum of 
half-a-crown was demanded. 

Under date nth December, 1S17, it appears that 
the Subscription was raised from is. to is. 6d. per night; 
and on 8th December, 1819, it was carried that the 
Subscription be one shilling per month, whether the 
Brother attended the Meetings or nat. 

In 1858 we find that the Annual- Subscription was 
^i 4s. od. ; in i860 it was raised to ^i los. od. ; 
in 1866 to _£i i6s. od. ; in 1872 t0;^2 2s. od. ; and 
so remained until January, 1899, when it was again 
raised to _;^2 6s. od., at which sum it stands at present. 

In 1818 a Brother was allowed to regain Member- 
ship by paying 12 months' Dues and Registration Fees. 



36enc\)olcnt Jfuni> a^^ Chanties. 

So far as charitable works are concerned there is no 
doubt that the Justice Lodge was, aa now, always to the 
fore. In the Appendix will be found both the amount 
of money, and the number of votes standing to the 
credit of the Lodge at the present titne in the different 
Masonic Charities. Many amounts voted to the 
Charities by the Lodge in former years are not brought 
forward, as they have now lapsed. 

The following extracts from the Minutes as to a few 
Benevolent Gifts will serve to give some idea of former 
times : — 

On April loth, 1804, the Brother Larkin, who 
presented the warrant, died. A suggestion was made 
that the Military Department shoqld pay the funeral 
expenses ; but it was resolved that the Lodge should 
do so. Amongst the items shown in connection 
therewith is ^i is. od. to Dodtor Hemwood for 
preaching a sermon ; 7s. to the Orgqnist, and 5s, to the 
Cleaner of the Church. 

In 1807, the Doctor's bill and funeral expenses of 
two Brothers were paid by the Locige ; amounting to 
£^■2 Qs. od., and ;^i 9s. od. respectively — sums which 
I commend to the consideration of those who may be 
interested. They certainly do not err on the side of 
undue extravagance. 

There occurs also an interesting tpisode relating to 
two Brothers who were relieved to the extent of 
£\ 4s. od. They were mariners* belonging to the 
transport "Eagle," which was taken by a French 



Privateer. It was solely on account of their belonging 
to the Masonic Order that our distressed Brethren 
were set free. 

In 1828 a Brother in reduced circumstances was 
recommended to the Board of Benevolence ; as he had 
been a subscribing Member to the Lodge for a period 
of 23 years. 

In 1834, and for some time previously, we had 
subscribed to the Boys' School. In 1835 Brother 
Powis paid Brother Paradise, of the Boys' School, 
^i IS. od. Annual Subscription. 

Jfunitturc ot tbc loboc. 

Votes of thanks are recorded on 15th April, 1829, 
to Bro. George Fox, for the present of an " Antient 
Bible; "on 20th May^ 1829, to Bro. Reeves for the 
present of a handsome Pedestal ; and to Bro. Daniels 
for the gift of a Square and Compasses. On i8tb 
November, 1829, Bro. Houghton presented the Lodge 
with a Masonic Brooch, to be worn by each succeeding 
Master ; this, however, the Masters have omitted to do 
for the want of opportunity, as there is no further 
record of this Brooch. 

There is also no record of what became of a 
purchase, made on 9th April, 1806, of a Throne and 
Canopy from Bro. Tyers, who was paid ^ly 2s. 6d. 
for it, together with 10/6 extra for Carriage. I have 
tried to trace what became of this Throne, but without 
success. 

In February, 1833, ^3 3s. was paid for a Lodge 
Tracing Board being made perfect ; this has also 
disappeared. 



Xovv Mater fir^arh. 

On several occasions the Lodge has got into vety 
low water. On 20th October, 1807, the Grand 
Secretary wrote to complain that no return had been 
made for the last Quarter's Dues. 

On 12th December, 1821, things were so bad as to 
render it necessary to call a Lodge of Emergency to 
consider the state of the Lodge ; and a Resolution was 
passed to unite with the " Lodge of Friendship." 
This Resolution, however, was not confirmed. At 
many subsequent Meetings there was a difficulty in 
forming a Lodge : but this and other difficulties were 
successfully overcome by the loyalty and perseverance 
of several of the Officers.

The above bears out what I have been told by our 
late Bro. Bolton, P.M., and by my Father, Bro. C. G. 
Dilley, P.M., that the ordinary refreshments consisted 
of biscuits and ale ; and that ttie smoking was done 
with long " Churchwardens." 

Of course the frequency of the Meetings, and the 
smallness of the Fees would not enable the Brethren to 
spend so much on Refreshments aS at present ; nor 
would they permit any " dashing it down," as one of 
our Members tersely describes extravagant outlay. 
Yet they had very enjoyable times, especially on St. 
John's Day — ^St John being the Patron Saint of the 
Order. An amusing record is given in the Minutes 
of "High Jinks" being held on one such Festival. 
There can be no doubt that the Secretary of that day 
was of Irish extraction — a reproduction of the Minute 
will be the best proof of this : — 

"Dec. 27th, 1811, being St. John's Day, opened 
" the Lodge, called to refreshment, when there 
"was an 'iligant' supper on the table of fish, 
" flesh, and fowl ; when each and every Brother 
" partook of his supper : the evening being spent 
" and closed in good harmony. The Landlord's 
"bill was;^io i6s. iid. 29 members present." 

©tbcv crimes, other fii><innerf>. 

Allowance must be made by the Brethren of the 
present day for their Brethren of the past ; as the 
following extract will show. It may possibly shock 
some, but is too racy to be omitted : — 

" 4th June, 1805, a Brother was fined r/- for 



"swearing, but refused to paj'. He afterwards 
" paid ; and swore again, sayipg that he would 
" have his shilling's worth — for which he was 
"again fined i/-." 

The following Minute is amusing — it is given 
verbatim et literatim — 

" June 25, 1814. 'i'his evening the Lodge 
" meet for the purpos of keeping St. John's and 
" enjoying the evening in ConviViallity and Friend- 
" ship. Bros. Barry, Howi^U, Nclian and (last 
" attended, when after waiting liptill \ to 7 no one 
" came ; in fact Words was Wind, and 7 o'clock 
" Blowd it into the Land of ForL;ctfulness ; so 
" ended promises made by Bt Belcher, Conner, 
" MacMann, &c., &c. — the Bjothers not attend- 
" ing in time Br. Bray was not raised and of course 
" is not Master Mason." 

We feel sincere pity for Brother Bray ; but can 
assure any Brother who desires to be " raised " in our 
Centenary Year, that, if he attends ,at the proper time, 
he will be sure to find all the Ofijcers present ; and 
enough Members to make him a Master Mason. 

3n ConclUi3ion 

let me say that we may congratulate ourselves on 
having our Minutes intact from iSoi ; and, if they 
show an occasional struggle for existence on the part 
of the Lodge, yet we must remember that all human 
institutions have had difficulties to surmount ; and have 
not always held the high position to which they have 
subsequently attained. 



It should also be borne in mind by the Brethren of 
the present day, that, if our Meetings bave not 
always been held in what may be called " fashionable 
quarters," yet they were the best places then available 
for the purpose — at least so far as Deptford is con- 
cerned. They must also remember that the references 
are to events which happened, in many cases, before 
the institution of Trains and Trams ; in most, before we 
had the facilities, which we now enjoy, for attending 
the Lodge Meetings. 

I feel compelled to omit many matters that would 
doubtless be of great interest to all ; those, however, 
who desire to know more may gratify this desire by 
perusing the Minutes for themselves-; but the foregoing 
gives the salient points in our History. And should our 
dear old Lodge ever celebrate its Bi-centenary, as we 
sincerely hope it will, this gathering together of a few 
records in a concise form may be valuable to those 
who, when the present Members have been struck off 
the Roll, will still be upholding the Honour and the 
Prestige of our Lodge.

LODGE OF JUSTICE, 



No. 147. 



At a meeting of the "Lodge of Justice," No. 147. held at 
the Ship Hotel, Greenwich, Kent, on the 14th day of November, 
1900, it was resolved — 

That we, the Worshipful Master, Wardens, and Brethren in 
open Lodge assembled, do hereby agree to the following lU- 
Laws, revoking all others heretofore made by the authority of 
this Lodge, and fully acknowledging the supremacy of the 
" United Grand Lodge of Free and Accepted Masons of Eng- 
land," and the laws issued under its aufljority. 

I. — Mt'i'thtgs of the Lodge. 

This Lodge shall be held at the '' Ship Hotel,' Greenwich, 
on the second Wednesday in the months of January, March, 
April, October, and November, and at Such hour as the Wor- 
shipful Master shall appoint. 

2. — Proposing Caiuiiciiites. 
Any Member proposing a Candidate for Initiation, shall 
deposit with the Master, Treasurer, or iSecrctar}-, the sum of 
Twenty-one Shillings, to be considered part of the Initiation 
Fee, which shall be returned if the (Candidate be rejected 
on the ballot. Should any Candidate neglect to attend for 
three regular Lodge Meetings after he' is approved, the de- 



posit shall be forfeited to the funds of the Lodge. Any brother 
proposing a Candidate shall be held responsible for his fees, 
and the Candidate must be personally known to the proposer 
and seconder. 

3. — Investigation Committee. 
A Committee of three Members shall be appointed at the 
November meeting, whose duty shall b^e to enquire into the 
respectability of Candidates proposed for Initiation, and to 
make a report to the Lodge previous to ballot of such. 

4. — Initiations , "Passings and Haisings. 

The Initiation Fee shall be Ten Guineas, which shall in- 
clude Registration, and the Grand Lodge Certificate. Every 
brother on his Initiation shall be presented with a book of Con- 
stitutions, and a copy of the By-laws. Any member Initiated 
in another Lodge and wishing to be passed and raised in this 
Lodge must pay One Guinea for each degree, and shall also 
pay the visiting fee if he stay to the Banquet. 

5. — Joining Members. 

The Joining Fee to this Lodge shall be Five Guineas, which 
shall include the Register Fee to Grand' Lodge, and a copy of 
the By-laws. Any member proposing a brother as a Joining 
Member, shall deposit with the Master, Treasurer, or Secre- 
tary, the sum of One Guinea (which shall be returned if the 
brother be not approved), and give to the Secretary, in writing, 
the name, residence, and profession of the joining brother, and 
the name, and number of his present or former Lodge. Every 
joining member shall be required to produce his Grand Lodge 
Certificate, and a Certificate from his former Lodge, 
stating the circumstances under which he left, and containing 
a proof of his dues having been paid ; or, Except in case of foreign 
members, must show due cause why such Certificate cannot be 
obtained. Any brother elected a joining member, not being 
already registered on the books of the Grand Lodge of Eng- 
land, shall pay the extra expenses attending such registration, 
in addition to the joining fee. 



6. — Lodges of Emergency. 

Should it be necessary to call a Lodge of Emergency to 
initiate a Candidate or pass, or raise a brother, the sum of 
Three Guineas shall be paid, in addition to the regular fees, by 
the person or persons for whom the Lodge is convened, the same 
to be deposited with the proposition fee, with either the Wor- 
shipful Master, Treasurer or Secretary, before the meeting is 
summoned. 

7. — Members' Hegular Subscriptions. 

Every member shall pay — including his Grand Lodge dues, 
without any deductions for absence — the sums of Two Pounds 
Six Shillings per annum, payable in advance, on the second 
Wednesday in January, April, and October. No member shall 
be entitled to vote, make propositions, or be appointed to any 
office, unless his subscription is fully piid up. 

// any member he twelve months in arrear, he shall have 
notice in his summons to pay his siibscri-g^tion, inhich, should he 
neglect to do or cause to be done, he shall not be -permitted to 
partake of refreshm,ent at the expense of ,the Lodge, and shall 
be liable to be excluded from the list of mt//ibcrs in the 
manner prescribed by rule 210, Book of Constitutions. 

8. — Seafaring and Country JSIonbhrs' Subscriptions. 

No member of this Lodge, except those already countrj- 
rnembers, can be allowed to subscribe a&such unless he resides 
at least ten miles from the house where ihe Lodge is held, nor 
without a motion being duly made and carried to that effect. 
All seafaring and country members shal| pay a subscription of 
Fifteen Shillings annually, in advance, in January, which shall 
include the Grand Lodge dues, and shall, pay a visiting fee of 
Seven Shillings and Sixpence when theft- attend and stay the 
refreshment on ordinary nights. Ten Shillings and Sixpence 
on the banquet night, and Fifteen Shillings on the installation 

night. 

9. — Visitors. 

Every Visiting Brother must be introduced at the Re- 
freshment-room by a member, who sha,ll pay the sum of not 



less than Seven Shillings and Sixpence, if he partakes of the 
refreshment provided, on an ordinary meeting, Ten Shillings 
and Sixpence if .i banquet is provided, and Fifteen Shillings on 
the ni^ht of installation. 

The Master of the Lodge may introduce one visitor to the 
banqv.et free of e:xpense. Any member introducing a visitor 
to the banquet shaJl be responsible for the visiting fee, which 
must be paid on that of the following meeting. 

Visitors roust sign their names in the signature book, stating 
to what Lodge they belong, and by whom introduced 

lo. — Resignations. 

Any member desirous of withdrawing his name from the 
Lodge shall give notice thereof in open Lodge, or in writing, to 
tiie Worshipful Master or Secretary : and on paying up his sub- 
scription to that time, shall be entitled to a certificate to that 
affect. 

II. — 'Election and Appointment of Officers. 

A Worshipful Master, Treasurer, and Trustee shall be 
elected by ballot annually, in the month of November ; and at 
the January meeting, after the minutes as to his election are 
confirmed, the Worshipful Master Elect shall be installed, and 
shall then appoint and invest his officers. 

The Tyler shall be elected by show of hands annually, in 
the month of November. 

12. — Chair Fees. 
Upon taking office in this Lodge tha W.M. shall pay Ten 
Shillings, and the Wardens Five Shillings each. 

13. — Audit Committee. 

An Audit Committee, to consist of the Worshipful Master, 
Wardens, Treasurer, Secretary, and at least four members of 
the Lodge (five to form a quorum), shall be held annually, 
between the election and the installation of the Worshipful 
Master ; and any sum not exceeding Forty Shillings shall be 
allowed for the expenses of the Audit Committee. They shall 
take an inventory of the jewels and furniture of the Lodge. 



14- — Lodge Property. 

No part of the Lodge Property shall be taken from the 
Lodge House by any member without tlje consent of the Wor- 
shipful Master, and the Secretary shall 'make a minute of the 
same. The property of this Lodge sh^ll be insured for the 
sum of One Hundred Pounds, in the nai|ie of the Treasurer for 
the time being, who shall also hold the policy. 

15. — Treasurer and Trustee. 

The duties of the Treasurer shall be to keep a book in 
which all receipts and disbursements b.e entered. 

He shall within three days of receipt of any monies on 
behalf of the Lodge, pay the same in'to his bankers, to be 
entered in the biink books to the account of the Lodge of Jus- 
tice, No. 147. 

The Trustee to act conjointly with tHe Treasurer in all the 
duties of the office. All payments to be made by cheque which 
must be signed by either two of the following officers, the 
Treasurer, Trustee, or Secretary of the Lodge for the time lieinj,'. 

16. — Secretary. 

The duties of the Secretary shall be to enter the 
minutes of the Lodge meeting in the book provided for that 
purpose, and they shall be read for appjoval and confirmation 
immediately after tlie opening of the Lodge. He shall make 
out the annual returns for the Grand Lodge and the Clerk of 
the Peace for the County, prepare a baldnce-sheet for the use 
of the members, in the month of January, fill in and i=sue the 
summonses, and conduct all the correspondence ; for these ser- 
vices he shall be allowed One Guinea pe^ annum for travelling 
expenses, and be exempt from all subscriptions except Grand 
Lodge dues. 

17. — Tyler. 

The Tyler shall be allowed the sum of Seven Shillings and 
Sixpence each Lodge night, for tvHng the Lodge and keeping 
the furniture clean and in proper condition. 



i8. — Altering By-Laws. 

Any member wishing to add to or alter any article of these 
By-Laws, shall give one month's notice of the same, in open 
Lodge, stating the substance of the motion he intends to make, 
which shall be given in writing to the Secretary, and every 
member shall have notice thereof in his next summons. No 
question after having been disposed of, shall be again brought 
forward in less than nine months. 

19. — Reading the By-Laws. 

These By-Laws shall be read in open Lodge, at least once a 
year.

I. 

That a Benevolent Fund, for the use of the Brethren of this 
Lodge be formed, to be called the Benevolent Fund of the 
'■ Lodge of Justice." 

IL 
That the Funds be raised in the fbllowing manner — i.e., 
from every Initiation Fee, Ten Shillings; from ever\' Joining 
Fee, Five Shillings; and from the Quarterly Subscription of 
each member, One Shilling. 

IIL 

That the Treasurer and SecretaPi- be empowered to receive 
voluntary contributions in furtherance of the same object. 

IV. 
Tliat this Fund be governed by a Committee, consisting 
of the W. Master, his Wardrns, and two Brothers of the Lodge, 
to be appointed by the Lodge on the second AA'ednesday in 
November in each year. 

y. 

The Committee (three to form a quofum) to have the power 
to advance to any distressed Brother, Widow or Orphans, the 
sum of Five Pounds ; but should the Committee consider the 
applicant deserving of greater assistance, the matter to be sub- 
mitted to the Lodge at the next meeting, notice of which shall 
be given in the summonses calling such, meeting. In no case 
is the name of the applicant to appear in the summons. 



VI. 
That any Brother, Widow or Orphans requiring assistance 
from this Fund, shall make application {6 the Secretary of the 
Lodge, who shall summon a meeting of the Committee at his 
earliest convenience to consider the application. 

VII. 

That no Brother shall be entitled to assistance from this 
Fund unless he has been a subscribing member to the Lodge for 
a period of two years, or whose subscription shall be nine 
months in arrear, or who has been relieved within a period of twelve 
months. 

VIII. 

That the Widow or Orphans of any Brother shall not be 
eligible for relief from this Fund more than once. 

IX. 

That all sums above Five Pounds be invested in the Post 
Office Savings Bank, in the names of three trustees to be ap- 
pointed by the Lodge. 

X. 

That all documents appertaining to this Fund be entrusted 
to the safe keeping of the Secretary. 

XI. 

That any sum of money voted from this Fund shall not 
require confirmation. 



^ Charge to (Elverij 
Hrccmason. 



Brother, — As you have passed through tlie ceremony of 
your initiation, let me congratulate you on being admitted a 
member of our ancient and honourable institution. Ancient, 
no doubt it is, as having subsisted from time immemorial ; and 
honourable it must be acknowledged to be — as by a natural 
tendency, it conduces to make those so *vvho are obedient to its 
precepts. 

Indeed no institution can boast a more solid foundation than 
that on which Freemasonry rests — the -practice of every social 
and moral virtue : and to so high an ejnmence has its credit 
been advanced, that in every age monarchs themselves have 
been promoters of the art — have not thought it derogatory to 
their dignity to exchange the sceptre ifor the trowel — have 
patronised our mysteries, and joined in our assemblies. 

As A Freemason, let me recommend to your most serious 
contemplation the volume of the Sacred Law — charging you to 
consider it as the unerring standard of truth and justice, and 
to regulate your actions by the divine precepts it contains. 
Therein you will be taught the important duties you owe to 
God, to your neighbour, and to yourself. To God, by never 
mentioning His name, but with that awe and reverence which 
are due from the creature to his Creator* by imploring His aid 
in all vour lawful undertakings ; and by looking up to Him in 
every emergency for comfort and support. To your neighbour, 
by acting with him on the square; by rendering him everj' 
kind office which justice or mercy may' require ; by relieving 
his necessities and soothing his afflictions ; and by doing to him, 



as in similar cases, you would wish he should do to you. And 
to yourself, by such a prudent and well-regulated course of 
discipline, as may best conduce to the preservation of your 
corporeal and mental faculties in their fullest energy, thereby 
enabling you to exert the talents wherewith God hast blest you, 
as well to His glory as the welfare of your fellow-creatures. 

AS A CITIZEN OF THE WORLD, I am tb enjoin you to be ex- 
emplary in the discharge of your civil duties, by never propos- 
ing or at all countenancing any act which may have a tendency 
to subvert the peace and good order of Society ; by paying due 
obedience to the laws of any State which may become the place 
of your residence, or afford you its protection ; and above all, 
by never losing sight of the allegiance due to the Sovereign of 
your native land, ever remembering that nature has implanted 
in your breast a sacred and indissoluble attachment towards 
that country whence you derived your birth and infant nurture. 

As AN INDIVIDUAL, let me recommend the practice of every 
domestic as well as public virtue. Let Prudence direct you ! 
Tem-perance chasten vou ! Fortitude support you ! and Justice 
be the guide of your actions ! Be especially careful to main- 
tain, in their fullest splendour, those truly masonic ornaments 
which have already been amply illustrated — Benevolence and 
Charity. 

Still, as a Freemason, there are other excellencies of char- 
acter to which your attention may be peculiarly and forcibly 
directed. Among the foremost of these are, Secrecy, Fidelity, 
and Obedience. 

Secrecy consists in an inviolable adherence to the obligation 
you have entered into, never improperly to reveal any of those 
masonic secrets which have now been, or may at any future 
time be entrusted to your keeping, and cautiously to avoid all 
occasions which might inadvertently lead you to do so. 

Your Fidelity must be exemplified by a strict observance of 
the constitutions of the fraternity ; by adhering to the ancient 
landmarks of the Order ; by never attempting to extort, or 
otherwise unduly obtain the secrets of a superior degree ; and 
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by refraining to recommend any one to a participation in our 
secrets, unless you have strong grounds to believe that, by a 
similar fidelity, he will ultimately reflect honour on our choice. 

Your Obedience must be proved by a strict observance of 
our laws and regulations ; by prompt attention to all signs and 
summonses ; by modest and correct demeanour in the Lodge ; 
by abstaining from every topic of religious or political discus- 
sion ; by a ready acquiescence in all votes and resolutions duly 
passed by a majority of the brethren ; and by perfect submis- 
sion to the Master and his Wardens, whilst acting in the dis- 
charge of their respective offices. 

And as a last general recommendation, let me exhort you 
to dedicate yourself to such pursuits as may at once enable you 
to become respectable in life, useful to mankind, and an orna- 
ment to the society of which you have tWis day become a mem- 
ber ; that you will especially study such of the liberal arts and 
sciences as may lie within the compass of your attainment ; and 
that, without neglecting the ordinary duties of your station, you 
will feel yourself called upon to make Ji daily advancement in 
masonic knowledge.
